Attic fans cool house, save energy 


discomfort is due to heat in the 
structure of the house, Bunn 
says. Heat radiates off warm, 
walls, floors, ceilings and even 
furniture. An attic fan running 
all night will cool the house to 
the lowest nighttime tempera- 
ture.

Transplants save_tives, but donors scarce

(A transplant surgeon, Dr. 
Jonasson chaired the U.S, 
Department ‘of Health and 
Human Services’ Task Force on 
Organ Transplantation. She is 
professor of surgery at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois College of 
Medicine and a member of the 
Illinois State Medical Society.) 

During the past decade, medi- 
cal science has made great 
strides in transplanting organs 
and body tissues. Transplants 
involving the kidney, heart, 
er, pancreas, cornea, bones, and 
skin are saving literally thou- 


sands of lives each year in the 


S. 

Today, 200,000 people in the 
U.S. are’ waiting for some type 
of organ or_ tissue transplant. 
But. many of them will die 
to the critical shortage of-organs 
and tissues. _ 

To deal with the shortage, the 
Illinois General Assembly passed 
a new law that uires hospital 
personnel to identify potential 
donors_and_then_to_guar- 


indicate that most people are 
willing to permit removal of 
their organs or those of family 
members after death. _ 

In many cases, it simply has 
been a case of no one askinj 

rsbn’s next of kin to consider 
he sibility. And it’s this 

roblem that the new law is 

lesigned to address. 

It is especially easy to become 
a potential organ donor. Several 
organizations ibute “*Uni- 
form Donor Cards’ to indicate a 
person's willingness to. donate 
-organs—upon-his or her dea’ 
donor card also is printed on the 
back of Illinois driver licenses. 

The donor card allows you to 
designate which organs you wish 
to make available upon your 
death. It also will permit you to 
consent to whole-body donation 
for medical research. However, 
a whole-body donation will pre- 
clude donating specific organs 
for transplant (except for cor-

, All that is needed for consent- 
ing to a donation is your signa- 
ture on the donor card and those
